Thank you for informing me of the coming sale of the Bathe book on Jacob Perkins. I was fortunate to have acquired a 
copy in the meanwhile and have been reading it. 

I am studying Perkins now in connection with Washington portrait coins and have determined temporarily that contrary to 
the thinking of John Kraljevich (in the August 2010 The Numismatist) as well as others that the 1792 WASHINGTON 
PRESIDENT coinage was designed and struck by Hancock and Westwood. The Fuld second edition of Medallic Portraits 
of Washingtonit indicates that the die for the one now at ANS was obtained by Jacob in 1818-19 from Westwood's 
minting facility in England and sent to a member of the Perkins family in America whose descendants sold it to Collis who 
made the restrikes. If you have any comments on this matter I would appreciate hearing from you. 

By accident I also found in my collection a small three denominational sample note with then name Salem Bank and 
the word Newburyport indicating I presume pride in his invention of siderography. I will send you a copy of it if that 
interests you/
